When .she re 
joined us she was flushed, aud she had 
a bundle under her shawl. That bundle 
proved to bi* a lump of marble about a 
quarter of a stone in weight, fragment 
possibly of some Greek statue of the 
days of N rro. 
Now we knew why 
mademoiselle's luggage was

son H-n ti ti t. and rosso antico, aud trav­ 
ertine, collected here and there, and 
carefully labeled,

It was an inoffensive mania, so we 
laughed at her a little, and then agreed 
to assist her, in moderation, iii making 
Complete lier collection of relics.

took to procure a morsel of marble

ridors, lined with empty graves cut in 
the earthy walls, I kept my eyes open, 
and used all the light there was in mak­ 
ing search. 
At last I saw a bit of 
broken white marble in one of the 
graves, which I though would suit the 
purpose, and stretching forward, and 
thrusting my little taper as far in as my 
ann would reach, I l>egan to loosen tho 
coveted relic. 
It adhered much more 
firmly to the clay than I had expected; 
and to get it out at all I was compelled 
to stick my taper in the wall, and use 
both hands.

out, and rubbing off the clay, saw that 
it was portable, and such a specimen 
as would probably please our young 
lady collector. 
I took up my taper, 
ami then I made the tremendous dis­ 
covery that my party were entirely out 
of sight, that I was utterly alone in that 
horrible place, with about an inch of 
wax light unconsumed, and that I was 
lost in the catacombs. 
My first and most natural impulse 
was to issue a shout at the top of my 
voice. 
Then the full terror of mjr situ­ 
ation broke in on me, for I found that 
the sound did not apparently travel 
three yards. 
It came back on me dull, 
close and deadened. 
I am sufficiently 
courageous to confess that my tirst 
sensation, on realizing what had hap­ 
pened, was one of mortal fright.

cold and then a hot perspiration broke 
out all over my body; and for one mo­ 
m ent—and a dreadful moment it was— 
I felt my senses failing, and a feeling 
as of fainting coming over me. 
By a 
violent mental and moral effort I shook 
off this physical weakness, and well 
perhaps was it that I did so, for had I 
fainted I might have rued it. 
But at 
once a reaction set in, more quickly 
than I could, describe, aud I found my­ 
self coolly and quietly calculating my 
chances. 
The wax light would burn, 
I reckoned, about ten minutes, and dur­ 
ing that time I might (iud either the 
wa}* out, or a path which would lead 
from the narrow galleries into one of 
the more open subterranean spaces, 
such as w e had already visited. 
In one 
of these it would be less dreadful to be 
left in darkness than in the corridor 
where I then stood, which was not 
above two feet in width and six to sev­ 
en in height, and was in fai t terribly 
like a grave in every way.

In less than :» minute I found by tho 
roughness of the ground i>cneatii my 
feet that I w as palpably off any of the 
usual paths; amt turning back, and try­ 
ing to retrace my steps, I again must 
have taken a wrong turning, for I was 
soon involved in a labyrinth of narrow, 
low-roofed passages.

Stooping down, I examined it, and j 
found it trodden as if by frequent pass­ 
age; so I concluded that I had by j 
chance stumbled on one of the tracks 
followed bv the guides, aud that it 
would be wiser to remain on it until 
the search for their missing member, 
which my party would surely institute 
when they emerged at the other open­ 
ing of the catacombs, would be made. 
So I sat down, with as much fortitude 
as I could, and watched my now fast- 
failing wax light. 
J do not know tho 
commercial value of a wax tajKtr, but I 


the windward side of farm buildings to 
stand as breakers for keeping off tile 
w inter blasts which have almost a free 
sweep through tin* best farming portion 
of our country, where nearly all the na­ 
tive timber has been removed so as to 
use the laud for agricultural purposes. 
Now, this is a subject of groat impor­ 
tance, for, as Mr. Cook well says, such 
windbreaks are not only a protection to 
man amt beast, but to the growing 
crops, and I ani sure it cannot receive 
too much attention until we see an 
abundance of trees (the most noble of 
all the products of the soil) planted in 
rows, groves and belts, adding beauty 
to the landscape, comfort to its inhab­ 
itants, and many times the cost of their 
planting to every farm adorned with 
them. 
The planting of a fruit orchard 
near the dwelling seems to be the most 
feasible plan for such protection, but it 
is found to be of great advantage to the 
orchard itself lo have a similar shield, 
so much so that I weuId advocate wind­ 
breaks for orchards, as well as “ or­ 
chards for windbreaks.1* 
The first that I can remember of 
fruit-growing was that all fruit trees 
grew thrifty and yielded abundantly, 
especially the {teach, which seldom 
failed then to give more fruit than 
could be used. 
At that time so much 
of the native forest was standing un­ 
disturbed, that none of these orchards 
needed any other protection, but as the 
country became older and more of the 
native forests were removed, allowing 
free sweep to the winter winds, then 
the j>eacli began to fail us, while none 
of the other fruits seemed to do so wed 
as formerly. 
But most of us had to 
wait to learn by personal experience 
w hat the trouble was and what would 
be a remedy, for we did not then have 
the aid of an agricultural 
press bv 
which to learn from the experience 
of others in similar cases. 
Soon, how­ 
ever, it began lo dawn upon our minds 
that the fruit trees which were most 
sheltered from the winds did much the 
best, and abundant proofs of this are 
seen now every year. 
As to the kind of windbreak for an 
orchard I prefer to make it by planting 
rows of thriftv growing forest trees 
along the windward or exposed sides of 
the orchard, and intersperse them with 
a plenty of evergreens, commonly our 
native cedar. 
I would say, after using 
a great variety of evergreens, that the 
common native cedar, which grows 
freely and qionUinoonslj on the bord­ 
ers of swampy and low grounds, and 
can be had for tile digging, has done 
the best with me, whether used for a 
heavy and low evergreen screen, or 
windbreak or hedge 
when planted 
alone, and it is decidedly the best ever­ 
green to use interspersed with decidu­ 
ous trees. 
These cedars will head low, 
so as to shut out the wind for the space 
between the ground and where the tall­ 
er trees begin to head out, and these 
large trees carry their tops so much 
higher than the orchard that all to­ 
gether will make quite a practical wind­ 
break. 
If there is only room for one 
such row, the chn could be planted 
quite near together, aud is so rank a 
grower a- to make a strong barrier. 
But I would sooner dispense with one 
or two outside rows of the apple trees 
to plant more forest trees instead; in 
fact I have removed all the native for­ 
est growth from my farm (for it was 
left standing as it is on most old farms 
now, without any regard to its giving 
any protection), and planted thousands 
of seedling forest trees, to grow' in 
cts 
groves and belts of timber for protect­ 
ing all parts of tile farm, but especially 
about the building and the orchard.

Hied of a Broken Heart. 
A b o ct a year a^o Osman Aldrich, 
an employee in the United States Sig­ 
nal Service, while on duty in this city, 
became acquainted with the family of 
William Hoofer, of No. MS West Tenth 
Street. 
William Hooper w ho is a pro 
porous butcher in the Jefferson Market, 
had a daughter Julia, who is nineteen 
years old and prettier than it is the gen­ 
eral lot of girls to lie. 
Soon after meet 
ing Julia Hooper Aldrich’s attentions 
became very marked, much to the an­ 
noyance of the girl’s parents. 
All re 
monstrances were in vain, however, for 
| in April last Aldrich and Julia Hooper 
were married by the Rev. Robert Kidd. 
About three weeks after the marriage 
Aldrich went to Washington and soon 
after the young wife followed him. 
Only a month was spent there, when 
the girl returned to her parents. . A few 
days later, Mrs. William Hooper says, 
a letter from Aldrich announced that he 
had licen ordered to go on an Arctic ex­ 
pedition. 
Mrs. Hooper, fearing that all 
was not right, advised her daughter to 
go to Washington at once, which she 
did. 
There, it is said, the girl heard 
that Aldrich 
was 
already married, 
but this Aldrich stoutly denies. 
Rut, at 
any rate, Aldrich had left Washinton, 
not for the Arctic regions, but for Mo­ 
bile. 
The girl followed him to Mobile, not 
believing in what 'she had heard in 
Washington. 
According to the story 
subsequently told by the girl, but de­ 
nied by Aldrich, he treated her with 
great cruelty after she had told him that 
she had represented herself as his wife 
in the Signal Office in Washington, and 
compelled her to swear to a w ritten 
stateme: ’ that she had never been mar­ 
ried to Aldrich. 
This she is said to 
have said she did to prevent Aldrich 
from being prosecuted for bigamy. 
At 
any rate tnc girl became ill in Mobile 
and was sent to Cincinnati, where after 
ten days’ illness she died. 
Dr. I. T. 
Knox, of Cincinnati, one of the attend­ 
ing physicians, certified that she died 
“ of nervous exhaustion, superinduced 
by extreme mental anxiety and grief.11 
The other doctor in attendance said 
simply that the girl “ died of a broken 
heart.” 
William Hooper sent to Cincinnati 
for Lls daughter’s remains, and they 
were brought to this city. 
Yesterday 
afternoon they were buried in (Ireen- 
wood, her mother and brothers, with a 
very few* friends, being the only partici­ 
pants in the last sad act of this domestic 
trajrcdy.—New York World. 


Mutton Slipup. 
Ta KRE is a phase of sheep raising 
which does not require large outlay and 
rosily preparation 
to 
conduct, and 
while ii will prove more profitable on 
tin- amount of cup it a1 invested and care 
required than the large docks mainly 
for their wool, is within the reach of 
every farmer, and should be a part of 
his farming. 
This is small flocks of 
mutton sheep, within ten or fifteen 
miles of large towns. 
Hood mutton 
sell* higher than beef in all the butcher 
shops, and the cause is a scarcity of 
mutton sheep. 
The supply for the 
home market is of a very inferior quali­ 
ty, and even this is held at a luxury 
price. 
Here is a market at the. very 
I door of farmers where all they eau raise 
of good quality mutton 
sheep and 
lambs can be readily disposed of at tip­ 
top prices, and without the interven­ 
tion of middlemen, or any transporta­ 
tion charges to cut down the profits, 
i Every farmer could purchase and take 
I care of from twenty to fifty head of 
mutton sheep, which carli year would 
bring him a very nice little return. 
Of 
i course they’ could not be kept running 
| out at the mercy of dogs—they must be 
kept in a pasture and carefully housed j 
at night, particularly in regions where I 
there are dogs likely to interfere with j 
them. 
Rut really, Recording to this 
writer, the chronic terror of Jog depre­ 
dating on sheep is more of a bugaboo 
than anything else, if a farmer gives 
proper attention to his flock. Of course 
if he neglects it aud allows Hie sheep to 
ramble at will, he will lose them, 
lf 
every farmer kept a flock of sheep, 
sheep-killiug dogs would not be no 
plenty. 
A pup raised on a farm with 
sheep is not apt to be a sheep thief, un­ 
less ne is of the lowest type of the 
sneaking cur. 
But tlieprofit in a flock of ewes num­ 
bering twenty-five to IOO head of mut­ 
ton sheep is sufficient inducement for 
every farmer to bestow’ the requisite 
care to keep such a flock in the best 
condition. 
He w'ould soon find that 
nothing else on the farm brought him 
half the profit on the investment, and 
the present is the best time to make 
this addition to his stock 
(let a bunch 
of common ewes which are under live 
years old, and then add to the flock a 
good grade of Cotsw’old male. Keep the 
largest aud best formed ewe lambs ol 
this eros-*, sell the indifferent ewes ant 
all the male lambs. 
Repeat this prac­ 
tice for three years, fattening and dis 
posing of the old stock as the young 
supplies their places, and at the end of 
the third year scil the old male and get 
a young animal of the same breed, and 
a most valuable flock of mutton sheep 
will have been built up, worth per 
head, more than double the original 
stock, while the yearly profit from w'ool. 
iambs and old sheep will have returned 
a larger comparative profit than any 
other item on the farm. 
A home mar 
Let there is no danger of glutting with 
mutton sheep, and raising them gives 
more profit and speedier returns than 
any other stock on the farm .—Kansas 
Fanner.

He ate his dinner aud 
supper as usual, and shortly after tile 
latter meal, lay down upon the lounge 
and 
seemed 
to 
be 
troubled 
with pains in his chest and difficulty in 
| breathing, and after taking some simple 
home remedy, he arose and prepared for 
IkhI. 
While iii the act of undressing he 
w as heard to fall, and some of the fami­ 
ly rushing to him found him stretched 
full length upon the floor, and as they 
raised him, bis lips quivered a little, the 
only sign of life, and lie was dead. 
Mr. Hemingway was born in England, 
January 14, 1803, and was therefore in Ins 
seventy-ninth year. He married

Manufacturing of itself is good, but man­ 
ufacturing which employs many hands 
is better, and will tend more to increase 
the business and

manufactories of this sort, but there is a 
little timidity about making the start, 
there being much more willingness to let 
some one else take the responsibility and 
the risk, if indeed there is any risk. If 
some of those who have large real estate 
interests here would but think honestly 
and carefully overthe matter, they would

policy, 
in 
enhancing 
the 
value of their own property, they could 
make no more politic move than to give 
financial support to some 
enterprise 
which would employ both capital and 
labor. 
It is to be hoped that now that public 
thought is boing turned in this direction, 
tiiat it may ripen speedily into action. 
Let Homo one or ones take the initiatory 
steps. There never was a better time. 
Money is plenty, and is seeking invest­ 
ment. The demand for all sorts of pro­ 
ducts is good, and the needed powert 
shipping facilities, and other helps are 
ail right here.
